San PjUNOis(;o, Aug. !).— liy the ar- 
rival of tho steamship Australia from 
Honolulu thia evening, ndviooa were 
received of an attempt tu overlurii the 
Hawaiian ( loveriiiiieiit, iiiadu on Tues- 
hiy, July .'ilHh, best. Two half-white 
Hawaiiaiia named Kobert W. Wilcox 
1 Kobert lioyd, who h.iiiiiu'ly had 
been sent at goveriimiuil ex pense lobe 
lucaleil in an It.di.'.n mililary .school, 
ha.l bemi philling an insnrrection 
tor some time, and about ,'l a. in. on ( ho 
iiioriiiiig of the .'iOlh, an armed band of 
l.>( Hawaimna formed at I'alama, two 
miles from Honolulu, ami inarched into 
city, arriving at ihe Kiiig a Palace 
at l a in. 1 bey kuoeke.l al the gates, 
an.l after s.jnie parleying were admitted 
iiiiopiiosed. i he rebels were here joine.l 
by rebels from .liirereiit (|Uartera of tho 
city until L',")0 men were gallieredon tho 
palace grounds. 'I'he Jving was absent 
liom Ihe palace al ih.. Unie, being at 
the (Jiiceirs resiilciiee. lie was warned 
by telephone and the royal party has- 
tened to the King's bcalliouaes, where 
tliey remained safely during the ilay, 
guarded by a immlier of Hie household 
troops. 

Meanwhile the rebela under Wilcox 
called on Lieulemiiit I'arker to surren- 
der the I'alaec, but that ullicer, though 
111 had but a ilozeii soldiers of the 
King's (liiard at liia ilispqsal, refused to' 
acee.le lo their repeated" demands. 
Se.'ing his Hliibb.nn reaiataiice, about 
100 .,f the rebels di.spei.sed. 

A general alarm speil tliroiigh the 
city, occasioning much exciteinoiiL. A 
number of familica lied to tho top of 
I'uiichbowl hill, and a number of ladies 
took refuge at the Amorioau Legation 
headipiortcrs, whore a curpa of rKiarinea 
from thu United StateB steamer Adams 
were ativtioned. The Honolulu Rifles 
hurriedly gathered ttt their armories and 
a cabinet council Wiia held early in the 
forenoon, the Amorican, Pritiali, French 
and I'ortiiguese Commissioiiers being 
pre.s.uit, together with three Hawaiian 
iiiiiiialers. The council d.'.-ideil to send 
Hon. S. iM. Damon L,, d.'iiiaii.l the siir- 
ren.ler of Wilcox, and appoint,',! (^,1. 
\'. v. Ashbird lo eoinmand Hie (loverii- 
meiit forcea. 

Al 10 a. 111. Mr. Damon proweded to 
till- palace grounds, where .several shots 
ha.l be.ui excliaiige.I lielw.'eii Hie lluiio- 
liilu Killes an.l the r.'bels within. Mr. 
Damon was refused ailmissioii ami had 
to make his eseajie beiwia-ii two tires, 
llie rebel.s having turned the Held pieces 
upon the shaipsboolers who had found 
lodgment in the opera house, which 
eummamleil a view of llie gruniida. 'The 
lire of the sharpshoiilei a, however, soon 
drove the reliids from the guns, and the 
Killes, having received reinforcements, 
the rebels relireil within the building 
known a.s the tjueuii's bungalow, and 
did but little tiring thereafter. 

Abont noon four deserters leaped over 
tho palacu walls and were arrested by 
government troops, who learned from 
llieiii of tho (leinondiziitioii of the rebels. 
Al nooifthe volunteers drove the rebels 
from tliejpvernmeiijfMiouso, killing one 
negro rebel,! and iit.-jiJ.iii; thirty of tho 
rioters aurreu^ered to Ltoutonaiit Par- 
ker. 

At 5::i0 p. 111. active pncrutioiis wero 
begun to dislodge the rebehi from the 
palace grounds, ik' corjis of volunteers 
took up a '-position coiinnandiiig tho.' 
bungalow, and from tliciice dynamite 
bomlis were thrown at. tho building, 
wliile sharpshootom from- ' tlie opera 
house kcjit ii]) a furious fusilade ■ until 
after ail hour's bonibardineut,::.tke 
rioters mailed from the builduig,' .'.wav- 
ing the white flag and oU'eriiig lo sur- 
render. The gates were thrown open 
and a force of voluiileera eiitere.l and 
look a number of rebela pri.soner, 
among I hem Wilcox and ISoyil. 

The rebela lost .sev. ii men killed and 
Iwelvi' woiinilcl, several serioualy. 

The iii.isl reasonalile presiiinptioii as 
to till' cause of Hie riot ia the report 
that Wilcox iiileii.la to se. iire the per- 
son of King Ixalakaihi and compel liini 
to abdicate ill favor of Ida sister, Liliu- 
kalani, and lo deman.l a new eoiistitii- 
tion and a new cabinet uf the new gov- 
eriimeiil. it ia state.l that the goverii- 
iiieiil desired to put down the riot with 
resilient troops only, an.l for that reason 
,lid not call upon I lie American niaii-of- 
wai lor assislaiice, allbuugh the guns 
of lhal vessel were in readine.sa for ac- 
tion, and a iiuinberof bluejackets binned 
pal I of t he patrol of the town at night.

THE TWO CAUnS. 

Hon, -Mr. Davie s aililresa to the dec 
tors is full of <ibre and meaning, 
'i'liongh short, it is sullicicntly long to 
enal>le liiiii to li.'ll the public that tli 
chief reason of the aiil iiiir'a preaence in 
the cabinet is to linlhei' liia policy 
clearly enuiiciatcil im the lluur of the 
House last .session, to [luali to (juick 
completiuu a second truiiscoiitineiital 
railway tlirouuli ISritisli territory, trav- 
uraing llie iciitri' of tliu province aiul 
fimliiig il.s wc.-.tci ii tcnuiiius at Victoria 
or Kaiiuinmlt. .Mr. Davie tells us that 
before ciitcrin;,' the (lovcrnnient he 
stipulated that a second transcoiitiu- 
eiitiil .t^tiln'iiy should bo tnado a matter 
of Onveninieiit policy, and that tho re 
aoMi ces of the country, so far iis it can be 
legit iniateiy done, shall be applied in 
fnrtheiance of that important object. 
This declaration give.s forth no uncer- 
tain sound. 'I'lie tiovernment are now 
coniniittetl to a policy which is fraught 
with important cunsctiucnces for this 
city and province. Under existing cir 
ciiihstanccs, with a lino running along 
the southern fringe of the province, mil 
lions of acri's uf imstiiral, niincral anil 
farming lands an- left without an out- 
let, lUld settlers uiul miners lire without 
the uieoiis to rouch u market or to pro- 
cure articles which are essential 
to the development and con.se- 
(|uent probpurily uf tin' country. 
Any one who will take a niiip ami fol- 
low tlie lino traveiseii Ijy the Canadian 
Paciflo Railway will see Ijow small a 
portion of the province is "served" by 
the existing railway. As a spec. I y 
iiieiuis of communication between tin 
east anil west the line nu'ets the cx- 
pectatiuns of it.s buililcrs ; liut as a de- 
veloper and coloni/er it is successful only 
in a limited sense. What was wanted, 
what is still wanted, is a lino of railway 
runhing as nearly as possible through 
tho centre of the province. The exi.st- 
ing railway has not beneliteil tho miners 
of Cariboo, where some of the richest 
(juartx lodes in the world cannot be 
opened liccause thi' line docs not come 
wit liin 200 miles of the district. The 
farmers and stockraisers of tho great 
Chilooton' Plains can only reach the 
coast by tlie samo tedious ami expensive 
methods that the red Indian employed 
ages ago. The iiicrchaiits anil miners 
and caiiiii'i-.s of tlir N'ui tliwcst Coast will 
find their laboia lessened and their 
protita increased by the carrying 
out of the new ridlway policy 
of the govermni-nt; and the nicrchants 
and inainifai'lurcis mi ihi^ Isliiml cannot 
fail to ,si'e in tire return of .Mr. IJavie an 
iiiiijieiliali-' opening of new avenues of 
coniineice which do not now exist for 
want of means ol communieation. 

This couatitueney would be foolish, 
aye, mad, to reject a candidate who has 
laid it down as tho sine (lua non of his 
proaciice at the ministerial hoard that 
the (jovernment shall "ap|)ly the re- 
sources of the country, so far as can Im- 
legitimately iloiie, in fiii I hei aiiee" uf a 
Kccund transcontinental line. 'I'lie organ 
of the opposition in this city aU'ects to 
ridicule Mr. Davie's advocacy of the 
Canadian Western Railway. It telb 
tho public that the |)ropo.seil railway is 
ini longer a living issue; that afti'r tlu^ 
legislation of last session no fui lher ac- 
tion is necessary' ; that tho line must 
follow na surely as the night follows the 
day. Dr. Millie, has'ing piobably con- 
fiiu'd bis reading to the coluniiis of the 
'I'inU'S, falls into tin; same iiielaii- 
elioly error, anil is iietiiidly si. 
infatuateil a.s to put it in 
his adihessl C'lmld a more absurd 
lilumlerbu mado by. the Times ^aud its 
pulitioal pupil? Let , lis . oxaniino the 
Doctor's attitude ' for a moment. Tie 
says in his aildresst "Tlio Canada West 
erii Railway is now A .mattku or k.mt 
liv i.Kiiisi.ATioN I.A.ST .si;ssniN." Ac- 
cording to tho Doctor, the act of the 
I.egislature lliat incorporated the com- 
pany also built tlin railway, and notlihig 
now leinaiiis to be dom; but to eipiip 
the roail, eider the cars anil be whi/./.ed 
away to the lOast! Dr. .Milne is a pro 
visional mi^mber of the lioanl o( direct 
ors of thu iSainich- Westminster Rail 
way. 1'hat company, at tho last sossion 
of the Dominion Jfouso, sociirod the 
passage of a bill "f liicoi|>oralloii. Ik 
the Siuiliioh-Wostmiuslcr Railway "a 
matter of KAcr," then ■'. Ami if it is, 
why aro the hoanl a.sking municipal 
aid •> According to Iho TiimiH ami Dr. 
Milne, the legiHlatioii of last session was 
all tliii't was reiiimed to butld tlio Cana- 
iMaii NN'estorii Railway. How docs il 
happen that similar legislation has not 
proved as emoiicious in the case of tlir 
amphibious lliio, and tlmt tlio city 



is now asked to furnish what 
Kossuth when he visited England in 
1348,called"material aid," sothatib may 
become "a matter of fact ?" Why do Dr. 
Milno and his co-directors ))etttioii the 
the ratepayers to give them a financial 
lift'.' liecause without municipal aid 
thoy cannot hope to llout their scheme. 
Why has Mr. Davie induced tho cabin- 
et to make tho construction of a new 
transcontinental line through the heart 
of the province a part of their policy'? 
liecause without tho assistance of the 
(lovcrnnient the lino will not be under- 
taken by capitalists. 

Dr. Milno by this one sentence in his 
address has shown that he is incapable 
of grasping tho situation; that ho docs 
not understand or appreciate the ilidi- 
eultioj which would besot tho path of a 
private company in undertaking the 
coustruotion of a transcontineutal rail- 
way without governmental aisiatauce. 
Although he does not say it in so many 
words, ho loaves it to bo inferred that 
he is opposed to the (iovernment grunt- 
ing aid to the new company. Does this 
i:i)nstituenoy agree with him? Is it op 
posed to the. GbvemiAcnt assisting to 
make a, lino that will cause millions of 
acres of public land to become saleable, 
that will open the rich nihieral de- 
posits of Cariboo, and make Victor!; 
ono of the groat commoruial uitioa uf 
the coast? If it is, then Dr. Milne 
should be returned at tho head of the 
poll. If, on the other hand, it is in 
favor of tho now road and wishes to 
enjoy tho prosperity and blessings that 
will come in its train, then let it cou- 
tirm Mr. Davio in a position where he 
will bo able to confer great and lasting 
benefits on the entire province, and 
particularly on this part of it. An uii- 
favouiidjlo answer to Mr. Davie's ad 
dress would lie iiitei pri'ted as nicaning 
that the city nf N'ictui i.i iloes not ilesiro 
to becunie the terminus of u trans- 
continental lino, for have not Dr. Miliu 
and the Times intimated that if the 
company cannot build the road for tlu 
land grant tlicy need not look to them 
or their party for further a.ssistance '; 

On one side stanils .Mr. Davie 
who says that ho outers tho cal 
inci on tho distinct Understanding 
that the Canadian Western will bo 
built, if necessary, with Government as 
sistauco. On the other side stnnds Dr. 
Milne, who thinks that the lini,' is 
already "A .m.vttkii ok KAcr," that is, 
already built. The electors, with this 
issue presented to them, will not hesi- 
lutc to soloot Mr. Davie as then repre- 
.seutative in the House or the Cabinet. 



Wo do not think that we are wrobg 
when we charitably conclude that the 
paragraph in Di-. .Milne's card relating 
to the anieiiiliiient to the Public School 
.\cl of ISSS expresses the views of some 
of his active supiiorters rather than his 
own. It is evitlently intended to onteh 
votes. It is clearly impossible tliat 
professional man, anil presumably a 
man of education and intelligence 
who knows how the i)nblic school: 
in the other provinces aro main 
tallied, could seriously object to 
the inhabitants of a town of the 
'.vi alth ami importance of Victoria con 
1 1 ilniting directly towards the support 
'if its schools. 

Dr. Milne says that the cities 
cdleil upon by the (iovernment "to pay 
the expenses of operating their schiKils. 
We are unwilling to believe that In 
made this statement wilfully. We 
>N-oiild like to think that he wrote in 
^gnoranci,' of the facts. Rut his having 
tcted as trustee of tho city schools inake.~ 
.1 ilillicult to see how It was possible for 
liiiii not to know that the ratejiayora are 
not required by law to pay ono cent to- 
wards operating the schools. All that 
the law asks them to do is to pay one- 
third of the teachers' salaries. Dr. Milne 
is cither deplorably ignorant of the n - 
iiniremenis of the school law, or he has 
i)een guilty of gross misrepresentation. 
One-third of the salaries of its 
teachers is certainly not a largo 
contribution for such a city as Victoria 
The province provides tho school houses 
and grounds; it keeps them in repair 
and pays the other expenses of their 
m.-iiiitcmince : all that it asks the eiti- 
.'-0118 to do is to pay one-third of the 
teachers' salaries. Dr. Milne umler- 
ostiinatea lioth the liberality and the in- 
telligence of the electors when he asks 
fihem to vote against the Government 
because, in order that their children 
nay enjoy eiliieatinnal ailvantages that 
ire out of the reach of tho chihlien of 
Uic taxpayers of country districts, it re- 
luircs them to contribute to thu suji- 
port of their schools. They know that 
tho country members complain that so 
nucli of the provincial revenue goes to 
iu])porl high seliniils in the cities, mIiIIi- 
•hililrcn in the country are not allbrdeil 
I he opportunity of l eooiving more than 
in elementary odncation. If the son or 
Uughter of the poorest man in tho city 
possesses talent, ho or she can receive in 
ihe high schools as good an odtic'ilion 
IS the child of the richest citizen within 
its limits. This advantage is surely 
rt'ortb paying a li-ille fur. When the 
mm lenuired l.y the law is .spread over 
tU tho ratepayers, what each has to pay 
is, after all, a mere trifle. 

Resides, as Dr. Milne very well knows, 
the Government had this alternative be- 

inre them- - either to rei|uiie the cities 
,1) ]iiiy siiiiiclliiii;; tmvanis kce|iiii:; up 
their schools, or to level down all tin; 
lohools, lioth as regards teaching and 
iccommodation, to tho country district 
itaudard. Wo do not bolieve that then; 
is on intelligent elector in the city who 
wishes to force the (lovernniciit to iln 
I his, 

1)1-. .Milne's advisers may have llionght 
themselves very clever when they ]ire. 
vailed upon him -against his bettor 
judginont, we are sure — to hose his oii- 
position to tho Govurniiiciit on the oirort 
they have maih; to keep up I he slanilanl 
of education in the cities. liut he jjas 
made a mistake. The i iti/.ens ol 
Victoria will not think the more 
of hini because ho would have them 
cripple the schools, that they are so 
proud of and that are doing so much 
gooil, for the sako of the few dollars 
they aro askod to poy towortls' tliblr 

support. 

Dr. .Milne is in sistent. Ho tolls 

thu electors that he is in favor of tho os- 
tablishinunt of a iiiiivorslty in this eity. 
What is the good of a university in the 
province if tho high hhIukiIh which are 
to bo iUi foedoi-M aro to bo sii[iprnHHi-d m' 
starved? Vor this would bo the eiroct 
of tho policy whioh he iidvocatoa. With- 



out local su[)port high scliools cannot 
bo maintained in the province ; 
without tho high schools the university 
would bo a useless and an oxpoiisivo ap- 
pondago to our odneational system. In 
oiiu parngra]ih of his card Dr. Mi'.no 
cnnilenins tlio ( Jovcniihcnt for making 
the only provision withhi its power for 
the higher education, and in the next 
ho favours giving a graiit of land to an 
institntimi of learning whose very ex- 
istence ilepenils iiiioii keeping up the 
schools which tho policy lie advocates 
would destroy. It is likely that 
Dr. Milno did not see the dilemma 
which foUowhtg, tho advice of the 
domagogiteg had placed 'hini.' He will 
find that siitl'ering himsolf to be Icil by 
tlicni will lower him in the estimation 
of the community, and will not incroasu 
liiM chances 'of being elected now or at 
any future time.

1 he business 
part of tho meeting having been con- 
cluded, jNIr. Uobson wa.s reiiiiusfed to 
resume his address, which be proccedeil 
to do, licing freiiiu'iitly greeted with 
applaii.so. He expatiated upon the iiii- 
portaiico of elevating agriculture by 
aiming at more improved ami 
scieiititic modes of treating the 
soil and by organizing an agricultural 
society, ill order that the fariiiera might 
be brought together every ye.ir to com- 
(lare results, and thus proiiiole a healthy 
and benetieial eiiililation. He also sug- 
gested the de.-,irabilily of hav ing tlieset- 
tleiiieiit iiicoi porated a.-, a iiiiiiiicipality, 
thereby enabling the setlli'is to manage 
their own local atlairs, ,ind thereby cir- 

ry out 1 he pi inei pie ol re.-poli^ible giiV- 

ciiiiiient. Ily this nieaiii they would 
not only be in a pusilion lo collect and 
expend their own revenue, but the e.s- 
tablishnieiit of a lit tie local iiarliamelit 
Would e\eil ,1 lielielieial ililluelice in 
many w ay s.
